The lesson that all sbould learo and 
make personal application of was to 
live in purity, in peace, in love, so that 
our angel loved ones might draw closer 
to us and aid us by tbeir Jnapirations in 
response to the earnest aspirations of 
our souls, All mankind were brothers 
aod sisters in the great conflict of lfe 
aod should reach out with helping 
hands one to another, to lift each other 
up in the battle and aid the weaker ones 
to press forward io the race and over- 
come the obstacles that creed, superstl- 
tion and ignorauce bave placed in their 
way. In helping others to rise we help 
ourselves. The spirits are only men 
and women removed from the environ- 
ments of a flesbly body and a little 
freer than before, but they are men and 
women still avd do pot possess infinite 
power; they are not infallible, and you 
must judge tbeir work just as you do 
others, by the smount of truth tbey pre- 
sent, sifting out the obaff and preserv- 
ing (he clear kernels of wheat that fur- 
nish the spiritual bread of life. The 
guide concluded by asking that each 
and all might strive ever to attain to 
that higher growth of self-reliance and 
yet be conscious of the fact that our 
loved ones encompass us about with 
their love and peace and can and do 
commune with us in tender messages 
of love. The psychometric readings at 
the close of this lecture were the finest 
ever given in the hall and contained a 
large number of tests of departed 
friends.

the topic taken for discussion was a 
question banded in during the moruing 
service; “Is it best fur Spirituallsts to 
organize, and if so, how?” The gulde 
sald that was a question of great im- 
portance, and one that waa hard to set 

tle. There are many minds gathered 
In the rauks of Spiritualism, recruited 
from all creeda and denominations and 
they all brought their pecuilar idlosyn- 
crasles with them, bence it would be a 
dittcult matter to decide whether It 
were best to attempt to ualte these ele- 
ments under one form of belief. Tue 
Romau Catholic who came Into Spirit- 
uallam of nece-alty retalued many of 
his old prejudices and so with the Meth- 
odist, Buptiat and Presbyterian. Each 
leaned toward bis old form of organizi 

tiou and experlence had demonstrated 
the utter futillty of any of these. If 
they bad any elements of value, they 
would be upbolding tbe churches that 
formulated them, indeed of being the 
strongest element of decay that is slow- 
ly but surely hastening them to their 
downfall. 

There had been many attempts tn the 


past to organize Spirituallum, but they 
had al! faled from the fact of their be- 
{ug merely copies of old credal and ec- 
¢cleslastical forms of organization. What 
was needed was not any creed or church, 
but a business organization run on busl- 
ness principles, He did not think that 
any creed could ever be formulated 
which would be short enough and yet 
comprehensive enough to unite all the 
various aud jucougruous elements tbat 
maile up the great body of Modern Spir- 
itualists, for there was no other system 
of belief in the world which bad so 
many classes of miods within it, and 
yet kept steadily marching forward In 
the work of progress of uplifting bu- 
manity and making better men and 
women. Though separated by lines of 
thought widely variant, the Christian 
Spirltuallst all worked with one com- 
mon purpose, that of establishing the 
fact of spirit communion and demou- 
atratiog the continuity of life beyond 
tbe grave. This it was that bound 
seemingly discordant elements together 
and enabled men and women who were 
at ulter variance oo all other questions 
to work hand in band, 

A creed was aa useless iu Spiritualism 
asa fifth wheel to a wagon, although 
one bad receatly been formulated with 
only forty-nine words—almost aa bad 
as the Forty-nine Articles of Episco- 
palianism, Any attempt at fettering 
the spirit world with a man-made creed 
Was lout So Lt 
the organization for business purposes, 
for simply providing funda for the sys- 
tematic employment of lecturers and 
mediums, was destined to prove the 
most effectual? Toe time was coming, 
yes, was near at band when in every 
town, city and village, there would be 
a local society, independent of all others, 
in its organization aud yet all working 
together for the advance of Spiritual- 
ism. 

Organize ou business principles to 
spread books, papere, tracts spiritual 
literature in every shape and form sud 
organize a publication bouse that shall 
be to Spiritualism what their book con- 
cerns ure to the older denominations— 
toeans of disseminating the written 
beautiea and truths of our philosophy, 
Organize to protect your mediums from 
untoward influences, to place them 
above the temptation to comunit fraud 
for the sake of tbe almighty dollar, but 
do not fossilize around auy creed or 
form of wads, Do your own thinklug 
iu the future asiu the past. Trat is 
what you are here for. That is why 
you were given reason aod judgment, 
and that ls why you should guard well 
agalust fossilization iu old or new cre- 


dal lines. 

Modern Spiritualism ia the religion-- 
if you oboovse to use that word, although 
it has been badly misused—of self- 
thought (hat encourages Independence 
of wud and has uo popes, vo cardinals 
or priests, bishops or p:esiding elders to 
say, "This shalt tbou do or be damued,” 
but places every man on his owu mer- 
ita to staud or fall thereby. That or- 
gauization will be most successful which 
is most business-like, frank aod manly 
before the world, tbat will go directly 
to work to spread the ficts of spirit 
communion sud continuity of life be 
youd the grave, regardless of suy dit- 
ference upou doctrina) polats, nud that 
excludes all dogmatizing from ita cono- 
ceils. in conviusion, the guide sald that 
the day was near at haud when some 
such orgsauizalion would etep to the 
feont sud Modern Splritualisin wonld 
recelve auch a forward Impetus as bad 
never before coma to it through apy 
other means. Íu the meantiae let all 
work for the upbulldiag of the grandest 
philosophy ever given to mau aud go 
ouward and upward with the coneclous- 
uess that tu this truth we were free iu- 
deed. 

Mr. Brooks gave a few psychometric 
readings, which were excellent. Mr. 
Brooks tas labored faithfully for the 
society while here, and has brought luto 
his work a gevial sociality that will 
make his departure regretted by many. 
The substauce of his work is given 
above, aud lack of space preVenta a ful- 
ler synopsis. He has the well-wishes 
of thin community for his euecess and 
piety wherever he may go, The 

ayveum has been thorougoly re organ- 
iz d end equipped witb new material 
for work, aud cau nuw look forward to 
an assured success through hls eflorta 
in its behalf.

Why is lt so many Splrituallats, and 
those high up in tbe ranks, tvo, write 
and speak so discouragingly about per- 
eons altting for development, and slao 
in regard to physical phenomena, such 
as rappingy, table-tippingy, etc. 

Some speakers and writers are alway® 
prating aod writing about the ‘‘beauti- 
ful philosophy,” and at the same time 
trylog their best to discourage the phys- 
ical phases upon whicb this philosophy 
is bared. It reminds me of the man in 
the fable who, with crow-bar was trying 
to dig the foundation from under bis 
house, because It did vot look co grand 
aod impo-jng as the superstructure and 
finally toppled it over on bis own head. 

If we do away witb the physical 
pbenomena, and develop no more me- 
diums for fear that “their individ- 
uality will be destroyed,” or that 
they will become obsessed, what wilt 
we bave io a few years more than the 
churches? Nothing, If these personas, 
who are such great lovers of the '‘bean- 
tiful pbHogophy,” (and it is a beautiful 
philosophy,) bave learned all they want 
to learn from the sensuous phenomena, 
why canaot they tread the bigber 
patbs and leave the pbysical plane for 
those who are to follow instead; of try- 
ing to destroy the bridges along the 
road they bave come, just because they 
themselves do nat need them any more 
—orslammlog the doors in the faces 
of their spirit friends, as much as te 
say "Go back from whence you came; 
we bave no more need of you. 

The physical phenomena is the foum- 
dation upon which the beautiful tem- 
ple of Spiritualism resis, aud ia just as 
necessary. though perbaps not quite ee 
grand as the philosophy itself. 

There are tuousands to day outside of 
the churches who think and reason for 
themselves, aud whom vo philosophy, 
however beautiful could bring withia 
the fald. But if they can be induced to 
attend a seance, aud there the name of 
a beloved parent or graudparent whe 
died ju the “old cuuatry,'’ perbaps 
forty or fifty years ago, is slowly but 
surely spelt out by rap3 on the table, or 
by haviug tue table tip over in their 
lups, they go bowe "all sbakeu up," aod 
‘with wife aud children around their 
own table, where there is no possibility 
of deception, try it for themselves. 

Aud when the raps cecur under 
such circums'auces, and they re- 
ceive loving message: from those 
they suppose to be gone to “some 
bourne from which no traveler is ex- 
pected to return,” they cannot help be- 
Heving. ‘Then, aud not ull then, are 
tbey ready aud willing to learn of the 
beautiful philosophy of Spiritualfaur, 
If a beautiful philowopby alone would 


catch them the churches would have 
bad them loug ago. 

The days of fikim and thelr fraudu- 
Jeut sbowes are about over, apd tbe au- 
gels will take care of the home circles, 
and the developing mediums. The 
“commercial” mediums(2)'' will soon, 
and are even now turoing thelr atten- 
tion to the higher posses of medium- 
ship, and will probably try lo simulate 
the trance condition. 

It would be scarcely fair, even if we 
could to close the dooragaiust our spirit 
friends—tho-6 messengers who daily 
aod hourly visit thoussuda of homes all 
over this broad land, bringing comfort 
aud cousolation to§tbe strickeu ones 
of earth—or to hinder their physical 
mediums from acting for them, for fear 
they may “lose their individuality, or 
become obsessed.” 

Hut, wy friends, you cannot shut the 


door, nor hinder the rap, Ye cannot 
binder God, 

Enob individual must build bis or her 
own spiritual temple (with the belp of 
angel friends), and let us not continual- 
ly throw obstructions in tbeir way by 
speaking or writing against this phase 
of Spiritualism. Ali the dierent 
phases go to make up the grand temple, 
and it would be incomplete without ei~ 
ther of tbem.

A Photographic Mystery. 

A well koown photographer will 
vouch for the following facte: He was 
called in one day to take a photograph 
of a young girl, about twenty, who had 
died a few days before.

Among the illusions swept away by

A Home Remedy Against Wrinkles. 

To keep the skin from wrinkles when 
powder is daily used, wash the powder 
carefully off at night, then apply the 
whitest vaseline, any good cold cream, or 
pure sweet cream, letting it lie on the face 
and neck a few minutes and washing with 
a soft cloth.

Justice, as a gift, is the soul sensing the 
true merits and demerite of another soul, 


favor with the precision of a barometer. 

It ig the magnetic relationship which ex-
